Washington, April 18.—(Special.)—During 
the discussion over the consular and diplo- 
matic bill in the house today, Mr. Wise, 
of Virginie, delivered a speech which made 
Mr. Reed fairly wince.

Washington, April 18.—The reading of 
the journal of yesterday's proceedings of 
the house was listened to with close atten- 
tion by the leaders of the house. When 
the clerk reached the point describing the 
first roll call under the new rule, the names 
of those reported present but not voting

Washington, April 18.—The resolution of- 
fered last Saturday by Mr. Petter for the 
appointment of a select. committee of nine 
senators to provide fcr a full and respect- 
ful hearing of the persons and organizations 
now on their way to Washington to present 
their remonstrances to congress, was laid 
before the senate; and Mr. Cockrell moved 
to refer it to the committee on rules. 

Mr. Peffer demanded the yveas and nays 
on the motion to refer, but, before the vote 
could be taken, the hour of.1 o’ciock p. m. 
arrived, and, under the arrangement, the 
tariff bill was taken up. 

Notice was given by Mr. Gallinger, re- 
publican, of New Hampshire, that he would 
address the senate on Friday next, and by 
Mr. Palmer, democrat, of Ilinois, that he 
would do so on Tuesday next. 

Mr. Morrill, republican, of Vermont, aa- 
dressed the senate. He began his speech 
by a -promise that he would not weary 
the troccupied mahogany chairs of sena- 
tors, but would observe ‘‘comparative sena- 
torial brevity.’”’ He knew how it would 
be for him to seek to “deprive the cigar 
symposium of its usual quorum in the coat- 
room.” His speech was one of sarcastic 
ridicule on the attitude of the democratic 
party towards protection and free trade, 
as exemplified in the pending tariff bill. 
The democracy, he said, had the elite habit 
of shaking hands with free trade, with its 
elbow on a level with the top of the chair, 
but dropped limp and low when 8) per cent 
protection was demanded and yielded on 
rice. It embraced ‘‘revenue reform ’’ like 2 
lover, and “Presto saw revenue only” in a 
55 per cent protection on cuffs and collars. 
Free trade swore eternal fealty to the dein- 
ocratic godiess of tree raw materials, but 
forthwith the goddess was dethroned py 
the democratic provisional government on 
the tariff, and protection on coal, coke and 
iron ore graciously reinstated was no long- 
er a culminating atrocity. The ferocity of 
free trade against a ten million bounty on 
sugar could not be muzzied, but a tariff of 
forty-one millions for the protection of 
sugar cane, a veritable white elephant, was 
welcomed with a smile slightly puckered. 
The philosophy of the present tariff bul, 
as confessed by the chairman, was found 
in the dogma that concessions had to be 
made to pass the bill, that all government 
and every prudent act is founded on com- 
promise and barter, by which it would be 
explained how, one by one of the forego- 
ing capricious favors, crawled hurriedly 
into the tariff bill when some democratic 
Roman threatened ‘to anneal otherwise 
unto Caesar. If any republican begged for 
favors they were piously pitied, and Athen 
piteously crucified.

Washington, April 18.—Mr. Swanson, of 
Virginia, who has been making a poll of the 
democrats of the house relative to a bill 
repealing the 10 per cent bank tax, said 
today that 121 democrats favored uncondi- 
tional repeal, thirty-seven expressed them- 
selves for repeal with safe restrictions, 
thirty-one are opposed to any measure, be- 
lieving only in the extension of a national 
banking system, while of the remaining 
democrats, some have no opinion upon the 
subject and the rest are absent from the 
citv. Mr. Swanson finds, however, that 
only about ten democrats who favor uncon- 
ditional repeal will refuse to vote for a 
compromise measure, based on the lines 
suggested by him in these dispatches yes-

NOTA WELCOME ARMY 


Coxey’s Followers Get No Courtesies 
from a Maryland Town. 


FOOD AND SHELTER ARE REFOSED 


Two of His Advance Agents Bunco 
the Generous People, ; 


UNKNOWN BROWN = IS 


He Is Said to Be a Fakir Who Formerly 
Sold a Quack Medicine—Senators 
J)iscuss the Army’s Approach. 


Hancock, Md., April 18—There was a 
lively time after the commonweal reached 
Hancock. It was found that Pizarro Smith 
and “Cheek” Childs, formerly the advance 
agent of the commonweal, had reached 
Hancock together yesterday, and represent- 
ing themselves as authorized agents of 
Coxey, had raised a considerable sum of 
money, how much could not be learned, and 
had decamped for Williamsport, the next 
town on the route. Browne and Coxey at 
once issued a manifesto to Charles Hub- 
bert, sheriff, and the public, denouncing 
the recent commonwealers as imposters, 
and asking their arrest, should they be 
found, Childs, the advance agent, was a 
young man of better appearance than the 
average of the army, who had represented 
the commonweal since the start from Mas- 
Silon, and, consequently, had credentials 
from Coxey on which the money was 
_ raised. He is said to be a nephew of H. 
€. Frick, of Homestead, and. has a bad 
record. 

The commonweal flotilla was not hospit- 
ably received in Hancuck, in spite of the 
large crowd that greeted it. The town 
council refused to make any provision for 
feeding the travelers, and the men had to 
take their supper on the boat, after which 
they spread through the town, filling the 
saloons and drinking freely, though where 
the money came from wo one could tell. 
There was a good deal of loud talking and 
political discussion on the street corners 
and in the saloons, but no open violence 
occurred. The people were somewhat start- 
led at the sudden advent of so many rough 
looking characters in town, and, although 
many people had driven over from Berkley 
Springs to see the army, most of the citi- 
zens remained in doors, leaving the town 
practically in the hands of Coxey’s men. 

There was a revelation in Hancock con- 
cerning Browne, as well as_ concerning 
Smith and Childs. Burgess Ditto, of the 
town council, recognized Browne as a Pro- 
fessor Liman, who had visited Hancock 
three years ago as a patent medicine fakir 
with a great Indian blood remedy. Browne 


declared that this was a case of mistaken } 


identity. 
MARCH OF COXEY’S ARMY 


Over the Mountains in the Upper Part 

of Maryland. 

Orleans Roads, W. Va., April 18.—The 
voyage of the commonweal army was re- 
sumed today through the wild mountain 
country of upper Maryland. The last seen of 
the Coxey flotilla by the press barge was at 
Greenspring last night, where about fifty 
people from the surrounding country as- 
sembled to listen to Brown’s speech from 
a canal boat. Brv@n appeared to have 
posted himself carefully on local politics, 
and referred to a number of pieces of recent 
legislation in which he told the people they 
had been robbd by the money barons, who 
controlled the world from Lombard street. 
The audience did not seem to know where 
Lombard street was. There was little en- 
thusiasm. 

SENATORS ARE UNEASY. 
They Discuss the Danger in Coxey’s 
Approaching Visit. 

Washingotn, April 18.—The senate spent 
more than an hour in executive session this 
afternoon, but during that time very little 
business was transacted and that, too of 
the most routine character. Not more than 
fifteen senators were present, and in une of 
these informal talks that an executive ses- 
sién frequently develops the subject of Cox- 
ey and the near approach of his common- 
weal army came up for discussion. There 
was no apprehension on the part of the sen- 
ators that any harm would grow out of this 
assemblage at the capitol, but there was a 
disposition to want to know what had been 
done by the committee on rules which has 
charge of the capitol building and grounds. 
A member of that committee informed the 
senators that they had taken cognizance of 
the approach of Coxey, and while they saw 
no reason to believe that there would be any 
trouble, they had taken all necessary pre- 
caution to protect the public property and 
enforce the law against all lawless citizens. 
Should there be any demonstration in viola- 
tion of the statutes, the committee stated 
its belief that those who engaged in it would 
be dealt with as the law directs. No dis- 
position was manifested against the coming 
to the capitol of men in an orderly and 
peaceful mammer, and the laws, it was stat- 
ed, were not intended to operate agaiist 
excursions to Washington of that character. 

The California Wing. 

San Bernardino, Cal., Apgil 18.—The second 
Los Angeles regiment of the ‘‘commonweal” 
army, eight of whose leaders are under 
arrest here, is a thorn in the public side. 
The authorities of San Bernardino today 
began to break up the band. The leaders 
were taken from the county jail to Colton 
to plead before Justice Bingham to charges 
of attempting to defraud the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company out of fares. They 
pleaded not guilty, and made preparations 
to furnish bail, with the intention of de- 
livering inflammatory speeches, but were 
prevented from doing so by the district at- 
torney, who filed complaints charging them 
with inciting riot. After pleading to the 
charge, each one demanded a separate jury 
trial, and proceeded to subpoena every 
member of the army as a witness, thereby 
hoping to get all of their comrades pay 
at the rate of $2 a day during the trial of 
the eight different cases. 

Frye’s Army. 

Seymour, Ind., April 18.—Captain Galvin, 
with 225 members of Frye’s industrial army, 
arrived here today.

IDENTIFIED 


Detroit Police Kill Two Strikers and 
Wound Several, 


OFFICERS EMPTY THEIR PISTOLS 


The 


Mad Mob Was Armed with 
Shovels and Picks. 


SHERIFF COLLINS WAS BADLY INJURED 


He Was Assaulted by Strikers and May 
' Die—The Trouble Is with Em- 
ployes of the City. 


Detroit, Mich, April 18.—Trouble has been 
brewing between the water board and the 
Polish laborers engaged to lay the pipe ex- 
tensions east of the waterworks, near Con- 
nor’s creek, four miles from the city, over 


' the question of wages for some days, These 


men were quarrelsome and refused to go 
to work themselves or allow any one else 
to do so, but no serious outbreak occurYed. 

At 5 o’clock this morning an angry 1lookK- 
ing mob began to gather at the scene, and 
when 7 o’clock arrived more than 500 men, 
carrying pickaxes and spades, were patroll- 
ing the road. Four policemen were sworn 
in as deputy sheriffs and a force of eighteen 
men were put to work. The strikers threat- 
ened to kill the first man who dared at- 
tempt to do any work, and when one of 
the men, more daring than his fellow work- 
men, jumped into the ditch, he was sav- 
agely assaulted. The handful of deputies 
were overpowered and the strikers were 
left in possession for the time being. At 10 
o’clock the mob further armed itself with 
clubs and cudgels. 

Sheriff Collins was telephoned far and 
hurried to the scene, taking with him half 
a dozen deputies. After a conference with 
the water board about noon it was decided 
to abandon the work for the day, and then 
the clash came. When Engineer Williams 
attempted to withdraw his men peacefully 
the strikers became furious and made an 
onslaught on one of the men. Sheriff Col- 
lins ordered the mob to disperse, threat- 
ening to shoot if the order was not obeyed. 
The mob appeared maddened, however, and 
continued the attack. Then the sheriff or- 
dered his posse to fire. He suited his action 
to the words and fired three shots from his 
revolver in rapid succession. 

@Mhis was a signal for a volley from the 
deputies, who emptied their revolvers at the 
advancing mob. Two strikers were shot 
dead and at least fifteen others are more 
or less dangerously wounded. This had a 
demoralizing effect on the mob and it fell 
back. Police headquarters were notified, 
and a large force of policemen were hur- 
ried to the sd@ene, and all the ambulances 


“in the city. The trouble commeficed when 


Engineer Williams gave the order for the 
removal of the section pumps taken from 
the small excavation that had been made 
at the ‘end of the pipe line in preparation 
for the work. As he spoke in English, 
however, the mob did not comprehend what 
he said. Shei Collins stood near the ex- 
cavation with a deputy, The deputy spoke 
German and told the mob that the water 
board had given in, and that it only wished 
to remove its tools. Foreman Cathrey then 
jumped into the excavation and began tak- 
ing up the pump. 

One of the strikers yelled: ‘‘Are we going 
to stand this? Let us all strike together.’’ 
At this speech there was a forward rush 
of the strikers, who held their shovels and 
picks aloft. Cathrey was struck a blow on 
the head, which knocked him to the bottom 
of the excavation. Sheriff Collins waved 
his arms wildly and fairly shrieked to the 
mob to stand back, but his efforts were 
wasted, no attention being paid to what he 
said. Instead of retreating, he drew his 
revolver and aimed it point blank at the 
crowd. He fired three shots as rapidly as 
he could pull the trigger. Then a long- 
handled shovel, upraised behind him, de- 
scended swiftly, and a corner. of it pierced 
his skull. He was struck again and again 
and was probably fatally inured. Foreman 
Cathrey is also fatally injured. 

One member of the waterworks police 
was. seriously cut. The two strikers killed 
and all the wounded are Poles. The 
trouble is not yet over. 

How the Trouble Began. 


The trouble really began yesterday, when 
Engineer Wiiliams, of the waterworks, 
sought to introduce a system of paying the 
men by the cubic yerd of excavation instead 
of a daily wage rate. The Polish laborers 
rebelled at this and as a result the water 
board decided to suspend operations. This 
morning Engineer Williams and a small 
force of men, accompanied by Sheriff Coi- 
lins and five deputies, went to the scene of 
yesterday’s disturbance to remove the city 
water department tools. Then the row be- 
gan. 

This afternoon and evening deputy sher- 
iffs scoured the Polish quarter for the riot- 
ers and tonight fifty of the law breakers 
had been gathered in. The corridors of the 
jail cell block were filled with them. About 
6 o'clock a group ort Polanders gathered 
about the jail and made ugly demonstra- 
tions. One of them was shot in the leg by 
a deputy sheriic and was carted off to a 
hospital. The crowd about the jail, mostly 
spectators, continued until midnight. 

The Polish quarter is ail excitement to- 
night. A meeting was arranged in a Polish 
hall for tonight from which it was declared 
the Polanders would march to the jail and 
wreck it, but the police were watchful and 
the meeting did not materialize. 


THE GREAT NORTHERN STRIKE. 


The Railway Officials Appeal to the 
Courts. 

St. Paul, Minn., April 18.—The crisis has 
come in the Great Northern strike, and the 
company will from this hour play its hand 
with sternness, Judge Sanborn, of the Uni- 
ted States court of appeals, today granted 
an injunction against the strikers in both 
Minnesota and North Dakota, and cited 
them to appear in his court in St. Paul on 
April 2ith to show cause why “each of 
them should not be enjoined and restrained 
from disabling or rendering in any wise 
unfit for convenient and immediate use any 
engines, cars or other property of the 
Great Northern Railroad Company for use 
in interstate commerce, the carrying of 
mails or government supplies, and from in- 
terfering in any manner with the posses-

orthern railroad.”

BURIAL OF SENATOR VANCE. 
“Our Zeb” Laid to Rest in the Ceme- 
tery at Asheville. 

Acheville, N. C., April 18.—At the hour of 
noon today the remains of the late Senator 
Zebulon B. Vance were deposited in their 
resting ‘place overlooking the beautiful 
French Broad river in this land of the 
sky—a fitting spot for the last repose of 

this great man. 

The funeral train arrived just after dawn 
from Raleigh with committees of both 
houses of congress, the governor and other 
officers of state. and three cars of distin- 
guished friends of the dead senator. 

The crowds that thronged the stations 
along the way to Asheville delayed the 
train by their urgent demands to see, at 
least, the casket, and they filled the funeral 
ear with magnificent floral offerings. Each 
halt added beautiful flowers marked ‘From 
the Iadies to ‘Our Zeb,’’’ and when Ashe- 
ville was finally reached and the funeral 
car was opened for the last time, it re- 
quired the aid of a company of militia to 
remove the floral tributes. 

The Asheville Light Infantry escorted the 
remains from the train to the church, and 
mounted guard over them while the rever- 
ent crowd passed to take a last look at 
the beloved familiar face. The scene was 
especislly touching when the confederate 
veterans took leave of their old commander. 
After these came several of the senator's 
old slaves. 

Mrs. Vance spent a half hour in private 
vith her dead husband and asked that she 
be the last one to see his face.

These were followed by different labor 
organizations and the entire city fire de- 
partment.

The streets through which the procession 
pleased were draped in mourning and from 
the front of the county courthouse hung a 
large portrait of the dead senator, while 
stretching from the belfry on both sides to 
the groeund were cords from which waved 
the marine signals which spelled, “‘We 
mourn fur Zebulon Vance.”’ 

The celismony at the grave was exceed- 
ingly solernn and was conducted by Rev. 
Dr. Campbell, of the First Presbyterian 
church. after which the floral offerings 
were gracefully placed, and thus North 
Carolina buried a son whose place may be 
partly filled in the council of the nation, 
but never in the hearts of her people.

Tennessee Democrats Criticise Cleveland

NOT IN ACCORD WITH THE PLATFORM 


They Disapprove His Work for the 
Goldbugs. 


THE RESOLUTIONS LOUDLY APPLAUDED 


The Friends of the Administration Had te 
Take Snap Judgment to Prevent the 
Resolutions from Being Passed. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 18.—(Special.)—Trhe 
democratic state convention to nominate 
five candidates for justices of the supreme 
court met here today. The convention wags 
one of the most representative ever held 
here and broke the record in the way of 
expediting business, being in session only 
three hours and ten minutes. : 

Being a judicial convention, the party 
leaders deemed it best to eschew politics, 
but it was apparent that only by smoth- 
ering it in committee was the convention 
prevented from adopting a_ resolution 
condemning the course of President Cleve- 
land on the silver question. 

The convention met at noon and Hon, 
Joshua W. Caldwell, of Knoxville, was 
made temporary chairman. "the committee 
on credentials and permanent organization 
was named and a recess taken. 

When the convention reassembled the re- 
port of the committee on permanent or- 
ganization was adopted making Hon. Luke 
E. Wright, of Memphis, permanent chair- 
man, and George W. Ochs, of Chattanooga, 
secretary. The committee's report also au- 
thorized the permanent chairman to ap- 
point a committee on resolutions of one 
member from each congressional district, to 
which should be referred all resolutions 
without debate. This was adopted, as was 
a provision that the ballot be taken tor all 
five nominees at ome time. 

Made a Sensation. 

“Judge McGalloway, of Memphis, formerty 
owner and editor of The Memphis Appeal, 
then offered a resolution that it had been 
anticipated would create a sensation. ‘I'he 
resolution cites that the national demo- 
cratic convention, the republican and popue- 
lists had all declared for a currency of both 
gold and silver; that the two metals had 
* been the money of the world for ages; that 
the state elections had assured the people 
of the fixed determination to have both 
metals. The resolutions then give em- 
phatic approval to the ac-cicn of the state 
and national conventions of 189% on the 
silver question, endorse the course of Sene- 
ators Harris and Bate and conclude as foi- 
lows: 

“Resolved, That in the discharge of tne 
duties which we feel bound to perform 
and while we deeply regret it, we are call- 
ed upon to express our disapproval of l’res- 
ident Cleveland im the course he has taken 
on the great issue above referred to and to 
say that his action has not been in accord 
with the platform on which he was elected; 
and we further express our disapproval of 
and our regret that he put in his cabinet a 
republican (Gresham) and selected Wayne 
McVeagh, a republican, to an important 
office which ought to be filled by a true 
and loyal democrat.”’ 

Received with Applause. 

The resolutions were received with great 
applause and an attempt was made to 
adopt them at once, but unde the rules 
they were sent to the committee on resolu- 
tions. | 

Resolutions were then declared in order 
and the names of the six’ candidates were 
placed before the convention. ‘The roll wags 
called with the following result: RP, «Bite 
Snodgrass, of Hamilton; W. C. Caldwell, 
of Weakley, and W. D. Beard, of Shelby, 
each 3,389; W. K. McAllister, of Davidson, 
1,242; John S. Wilkes, of Giles, *4; George 
W. Seay, of Sumner, 583. Messrs. Snoa- 
grass, Caldwell, Beard, McAllister and 
Wilkes were declared the nominees. 

A motion to adjourn was at once Sprung 
and carried before the friends of the Gal- 
loway resolution recovered from their as- 
tonishment and the convention adjourned 
with the resolutions still in the hands of 
the committee. poe

Will Senator Walsh Be a Candidate 
for the Long Term? 


SPEAKER CRISP’S PLANS UNKNOWN 


He Occupies a Peculiar Position in His 
Party—Pronounced the Greatest . 
Speaker the House Ever Had. 


Washington, April 17.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—One of the frequent questions 
asked in political conversation here is— 

“Who will be the next United States sena- 
tor from Georgia?’ 

Senator Walsh’s advent into that august 
body has been a distinct event in the pres- 
ent session. He came under such peculiar 
circumstances as to make his persunality 
and political Views of prime importance. 
As the successor of the lamented Colquitt, 
who stood eminently as a stalwart of pres- 
ent southern sentiments on currency and 
revenue reform, Senator Walsh's position 
on those questions was of vital moment to 
the democratic party. 

It did not take him long to repudiate the 
rumors that followed his appointment and 
that represented him as a qualified silverite 
and a protectionist. He promptly declared 
himself in favor of adequate silver legis- 
lation and tariff reform in full harmony 
with the promises and the popular under- 
standing of the Chicago platform. He 
made no concealment of his loyalty to the 
expectations of the governor who appointed 
him and the people of Georgia who sv 
unanimously and enthusiastically endorsed 
the appointment. 

That Patrick Walsh will prove the an- 
cient fiber of his Irish integrity and the fast 
color of his true biue democracy is no long- 
er doubted. He will honor Georgia, vin- 
dicate the sagacity of the governor, stand 
by the flag of true democracy and approve 
himself in every way worthy of the honor 
he now enjoys. 

As te His Fatare. 

If Senator Walsh has taken any thought 
for his future in connection with this office 
no one, as far as I can learn, has been 
made aware of the fact. That the humble 
Irish boy, who began his American career 
sweeping out a printing office and acting 
ad interim as general factotum in oda jobs 
and onerous errands, should now find his

Speaker, Senator, or Spokesman? 

Every dav the question comes to me from 
men of high and minor estate-- 

“Will Speaker Crisp be a candidate for 
the United States senatorship?”’ 

How can any one know that unless Speak- 
er Crisp should first make such candidacy 
known himself? And I do not happen to 
be so related to the distinguished speaker 
that he would first take me into his confi- 
dence upon that momentous decision. As 
an outsider and mere observer of political 
characters and currents, I can go no deeper 
than to measure surfact probabilities. 

The situation that centers upon Speaker 
Crisp is unique in all politics and certainly 
has never had its parailel in American his- 
tory. He is the objective of three streams 
of influence, each made up of weighty con- 
siderations and differentiated each fiem the 
other two by equal angles, so that there 
is, for the time being, a stand off all the 
way around—and he could not move easily 
before any one of them. 

Acceptahie in Three Ways. 

For instance, the people of the third dis- 
trict, while glad of any honor that can come 
to Crisp, are still, anxious that he should 
serve therm rather than decline a renomina- 
tion to congress to chase the senatorial 
rainbow, if there is to be a contest over 
the senatorship. They know he could win 
it in any sort of a fight, but they want ir 
to come to him, when it comes, as a spon- 
taneous tribute from the grateful people of 
Georgia. 

But he is being urged by men from ali 
parts of Georgia, and especially from north 
Georgia, where, strange to remark, no sen- 
atorial candidate has appeared, to entar the 
field for the senate. 

His fellow-congressmen beg him to return 
to the house and be the democratic leader, 
whether in power or in the opposition, be- 
lieving he can win more for the party and

A Galaxy of Great Speakers.

Tt quieted a thousand 
fears, prevented sore divisions in the party 
ranks and guaranteed a safa and patriotic 
guidance of legislation along democratic 
lines for the remainder of this momentous, 
if not really ominous, session of congress. 

It was universally accepted that a gen- 
erous people like the Georgians would not 
forget, nor fail at the opportune moment to 
reward, this pre-eminent instance of pa- 
triotic self-abnegation. And it is the one 
thought in every public circle here, among 
senators, members, press people and pub- 
licists of every degree, that if Mr. Crisp

MARK TWAIN FAILS. 


The Publishing Company in Which He 
Was Interested Fails. y’ 

New York, April. 18.—The assignment of 
Samuel L. Clemens (‘‘Mark Twain’’), and 
his partng, Frederick J. Hall, who com- 
pose the firm of Charles L. Webster & Co., 
book publishers, at No. 67 Fifth avenue, 
was filed in the county clerk’s office today, 
just at the close of business, The assignee 
is Bainbridge Colby, of No. 40 Wall street, 
with Stern & Rushmore as attorneys. The 
assignment was without yweference, and 
the deed was signed by Mr. Clemens in 
this city. 

The assignment was a complete surprise, 
and is stated to be on account of the fail- 
ure of the firm to obtain money which they 
confidently expected to get to meet obliga- 
tions just maturing. Bradstreet’s report 
States that the business under the firm 
name of Charles L. Webster & Co. was 
started on May 1, 1884, by Charles Webster 
and his wife’s uncle, Samuel L. Clemens. 
The firm started in to publish the works of 
“Mark Twain,” but afterwards added the 
works of other authors, principally sub- 
scription books. They also handled miscel- 
laneous books. The financial strength of 
the firm was centered in Mr. Clemens, who 
was supposed to be worth several] hundred 
thousand dollars. Mr. Webster withdrew 
from the firm in 1888, and died on April 26, 
1891. Frederick J. Hall succeeded Mr. Web- 
ster in the firm upon the latter’s 4 #h- 
drawal in 188, and has since continued as 
the active manager of the firm’s business. 
Besides Mark Twain’s works the firm pub- 
lished ““Memoirs of General Grant,”’ “Life 
of Pope Leo” and other books. In 1891 the 
firm began the publication of ‘‘The Library 
of American Literature,’’ in which it was 
understood they put $100,000; and which tied 
up a part of their capital. They sold this 
part of the business in October, 1893, to Mr. 
Evarts Benjamin. Early in January last 
Mr. Hall stated that the firm sold a part 
of their subscription book business. 

They continued to have a subscription 
branch, but were making trade books the 
feature of the business. Their certain re- 
sources in the business amount to $150,000 
to $200,000 above any debts. Mr. Clemens 
is worth from $300,000 to $400,000, outside of 
his investment in the firm. Mr. Hall to- 
day said: 

“The assignment was very sudden and 
unexpected. We had expected to get money 
from certain sources which we had counted 
upon to meet certain maturing obligations, 
but we were very much disappointed in not 
obtaining this money, and consequently 
could not meet the obligations referred to, 
and we thought the best course for all con- 
cerned was to make an assignmerJ.’’ 

When asked if the liabilities would 
amount to $250,000, Mr. Hall replied that he 
did not think they would. 

Bainbridge Colby said that at present he 
was unable to give anything but a mere 
general idea of how the firm stan@s. ‘‘The 
liabilities,’’ he said, ‘‘are considerably more 
than they are at present able to pay. What 
the amount is I cannot say. The cause of 
the assignment is the usual cause prevail- 
ing in business nowadays, and is entirely 
confined to the business.”’ 

When asked if the Habilities would reach 
$500,000, he said no, that they were not half 
that amount. 

“Mr. Clemens,” he said, “is individually

MR. CARLISLE CALLED ON TO EXPLAIN 


He Says That He Has Pienty of Authority 
ior’ Firing Rzepublicans—The Case 
Comes Before Judge Bradley. 


Washington, April 18.—The course of Sec- 
retary Carlisle in deposing from office cer- 
tain republican officials of the treasury, who 
hold: office under the civil service law, is 
to be tested in the courts. Today Attorneys 
W. W. Milan and Richard R. Beall, of this 
city, applied to the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia, for a mandamus com- 
pelling the secretary to reinstate Eugene 
E. Gaddis, over whose case there was some 
spicy correspondence between the civil ser- 
vice commission and the secretary. 

In his ultimatum to Commissioner Roose- 
velt it will be remembered Secretary Car- 
lisle upheld his right to make dismissals for 
political reasons, and declared that if the 
view taken by the commissioner was cor- 
rect “a case should be presented for prose- 
cution in the courts, which is the only 
remedy provided in the law.’’ The secre- 
tary has been taken at his word, and it is 
understood that the attorneys for Mr. Gad- 
dis rely not only on the wording of the 
civil service act to make their case, but 
upon a decision of Judge Bradley, the judge 
who heard the Long pension case, and who 
has just finished the notorious Pollard- 
Breckinridge trial. His decision was in the 
case of a Washington letter carrier—one 
Pulaski—who had been dropped from the 
rolls because of the failure of the post- 
master, through carelessness, to register 
his appointment with the civil service com- 
missioner, and who applied for a mandamus 
to foree Postmaster 
him to the service. 


Gaddis makes charges against Register of | 


the Treasury Tillman in his petition, which 
will tend to stir up the civil service reform- 
ers. Mr. Gaddis is from Attica, O., and 
took the civil service examination in 1884, 
being appointed to a thousand-dollar clerk- 
ship in the second auditor’s office. By three 
successive promotions he attained a salary 
of $1,600, and in September, 1892, because of 
his success in the prescribed competitive 
examination, he was again promoted to 
$1,800. He was detailed by Secretary Fos- 
ter, in February, 1893, the last month of 
the Harrison administration, to serve on 
the central board of examiners of the civil 
service commission. His record for efficiency, 
it is said, has always been of the highest. 

Acting Secretary William E. Curtis, the 
petition to the court avers, wrote the com- 
mission in July 1893, to direct Gaddis to 
return to duty in the office of the register, 
on the ground that his services were need- 
ed. The commission pretested that it could 
not spare him. Gaddis was notified by 
Register Tillman that his return was {e- 
quested for the purpose of discharging 
him. Senator Hunton, Hon. Leonard Mar- 
burg and Norton Entwistle made inquiries 
of Mr. Logan Carlisle and according to an 
affidavit by the latter were told that there 
was no reason for the discharge and that 
it was not considered. 

On the 3d of August, however, Register 
Tillman recommended the di 
ground of “economy and efficiency of the 
service,” and it was made, the register 
having tried, Mr. Gaddis asserts, to coerce 
him in his political action in direct disre- 
gard of the civil service law. He specifies 
that the register told him if he would be- 
come a democrat and promise to take nc 
further action in politics, he would be 
retained at the reduced salary of $1,400. 
Register Tillman is said to have asserted 
that Second: Auditor William A. Day told 
him that Gaddis has been a good democrat 
during the first Cleveland administration, 
but afterward changed to republicanism. 
Mr. Gaddis, according to his affidavit, re- 


plied that he had always been a consistent | 


republican, although he did not parade his 
nolitics, and could not accede to the con- 
ditions. Tiliman remarked that he had in- 
vestigated the record of Gaddis, found it 
good and if he (Gaddis) was only a demo- 
crat, he would be a very valuable man 
to him. ’ 

On another oceasion, Mr. Gaddis deposes, 
Mr. Tiliman said that he (Tillman) had a 
friend whom he wished to pass the civil 


service examination “‘way up yonder,”’ that | 


there might be no delay in securing an 
appcintment and that he would have Gad- 
dis retained on the board of examiners if 
he would promise to see that Tillman's 
friend passed the examination. This, Mr, 
Gaddis responded, would be impossible, 
even though he was corruptly inclined to 
attempt it, end refused to entértain the 
proposition. - 

Judge Bradley signed an order for the 
secretary to show cause Tuesday, April 
24th, at 10 o’clock a. m., why the man- 
damus should not be issued, and a marshal 
served the notice on Secretary Carlisle.

ANOTHER SEIGNIORAGE BILL. 


This One Prepared by Mr. Meyer, of 
Louisiana. 

Washington, April 18.—Mr. Bland’s coin- 
age sommittee met today for the first time 
since the silver seigniorage struggle and 
were treated to a genufhe surprise. Repre- 
sentative Meyer, of Louisiana, was present 
to urge his bill for coining the seigniorage 
and for low interest bonds, and in doing 
so he stated authoritively that the measure 
had the approval and was in part suggested 
by Secretary Carlisle and in the judgment 


of the secretary would be signed by the 


president. To this extent the bill was re- 
garded as an administrative one and as sat- 
isfactorily overcoming the objections of 
Mr. Cleveland’s veto of the Bland bill. The 
members of the committee came together 
after many weeks, no meeting being called 
after the Bland seigniorage bill was re- 
ported to the house, and absenteeism pre- 
venting a meeting after the veto of that 
bill. 

There was a large attendance today, Mr, 
Bland being in the chair. The measure was 
discussed, but no conclusion was reached 
today. Secretary Carlisle was shown at 
the treasury department the statement 
made in. the coinage committee. He de- 
clined to discuss the merits of the Meyer 
bill. It is learned, however, that the bill, 
as originally prepared, was presented to Mr. 
Carlisle, who, at Mr. Meyer’s request, dic- 
tated a revision of it, the presumption being 
that as revised it met with his approval 
It is not believed, however, that the mat- 
ter has been brought to the attention of the 
president and whether he would approve 


it if presented to him is problematical. 


The argument is made that the president's 
utterance in his message vetoing the Bland 
seigniorage bill warrants the belief that 
the Meyer bill would meet with his ap- 
proval, ,

A Farm Hand Shoots His 
and Fires T'wo Barns.

Young Anderson was unable to reach the 
born on aceount of a wound and loss of 
blood, and they were compelled to watch 
‘the barn burn, and with it five head of 
mules, two fine horses, twt carriages, 
fifteen cows and a large quantity of hay. 
When the first barn was about consumed, 
they discovered that shoemaker had also 
fired another large barn, which contained 
corn, hay and other farm produce. As 
soon as daylight came, neighbors, who had 
gathered, telephoned for the sheriff, and 
a large number scattered in pursuit of the 
would-be murderer, who had been recog- 
nized in the light of the burning barns. 
He was captured about 10 o’clock six or 
eight miles from Rockford and jailed. A

REPUBLICANS AROUSED. 


They Are Urged to Register and to 
Hurry Up About It. 

Columbia, 8. C., April 18.—(Special.)—The 
republicans are on the move in this state 
and the scheme of the administration to 
call a convention and fix an educational 
ard property qualification for voting, has 
aroused the South Carolina members of the 
republican national committee, who, today, 
issued the following circular: 

“Columbia, c., April 17, 1894.—Repub- 
licans: Hasten to register. Only three 
registration days remain. It is the duty 
of every republican who is not registered 
or who has lost Ais certificate or changed 
his residence, to go to the supervisor at 
the county courthouse, on the first Monday 
in May, June or July, and obtain a certifi- 
cate. The approaching, election will be one 
ef vast importance and great opportunities 
to republicans. The scheme to set aside 
the state constitution and make a new one 
should instantly arouse the voters. It is 
fraught with danger and involves momen- 
tous changes, among which probably are 
the ahnulling of the 2 per cent tax for 
schools, fixing an educational and property 
qualification for the elective franchise, es- 
tablishing the chaingang and whipping post 
and other obnoxious provisions. The new 
constitution will not be submitted to the 
people for ratification; so that the only 
chance to defeat the scheme will be at the 
next election, when the question for or 
against <he constitutional convention is to 
be voted on. No republican who does not 
have his registration certificate can vote. 

“The danger is imminent, and those who 
now fail to exercise their privileges will 
be responsible for the deprivation of the 
rights, liberties and privileges granted by 
the present constitution. The hostility and 
disintegration among the democrats affords 
a chance for the republicans to exercise 
their political rights. Do not throw the 
opportunity away. If remiss or recreant it 
may be the last chance many will have to 
vote in Bouth Carolina. The whole country 
is sick of democratic rule and incapacity. 
A revolt against the deplorabie condition 
into which it has plunged the country, and 
the distress and poverty thrown on the 
people is now sweeping over the land. The 
strongholds of democracy in the north have 
been overthrown, and the south is doomed

“Your patient has no more right to all 
the truth you knew than he Soe to the 
medicines in your saddlebags; if you carry 
that kind of a cartridge box for 
the ammunition that Slays disease. He 
Should get only so much as is good for 
: im. It is a terrible thing to take away 
hope from a fellow creature. Be very care- 
ful what names you let fall before your 
patient. He knows what it means, when 
you tell him he has tubercles or Bright’s 
disease, and if he hears the word ‘carci- 
noma, he will certainly look it out in a 
medical dictionary, if he does not inter- 
pret its dread significance on the instant. 

I advise you, then. as far as possible, 
keep your doubts to yourself, and give the 
patient the benefit of your decision. Firm- 
ness, gentle firmness, is absolutely neces- 
sary in this and certain other relations. 

If you cannot acquire and keep the con- 
fidence of your patient, it is time for you 
to give place to some other practitioner 
who can. If you are wise and diligent, 
you can establish relations, which they 
will find it hard to break. But if they 
wish to employ another person, who, as 
they think, knows more than you do, do 
not take it as a personal wrong. A patient 
believes another man can restore him to 
health, which, as he thinks, you have not 
the skill to do. No matter whether the 
patient is right or wrong, it is a great im- 
pertinence to think you have any property 
in him. Your estimate of your own ability 
is not the question; it is what the patient 
thinks of it. Remember, too, not to feel 
ageriéved against the brother physician who 
succeeds you in the case. A patient has a 
right to change his physician as often as 
he pleases; he is only bound to do it in 
the right way; that is, te discharge the 
one before he engages the other. 

“Be careful in regard to the use of 
drugs. I hold that it js a good rule not 
to prescribe any drug, unless you can give 
a reason for it. If your patient will have 
a prescription when he does not need it, 
indulge his fancy with a placebo. A doctor 
who relies altogether on drugs is not the 
masier, but the slave of his profession. 

“Remember that In many cases medica- 
tion is entirely secondary, and your pae- 
tient’s health may depend on diet, regimen, 
temperance and mode of life, or change of 
climate; in short, on his environments and 
his relation thereto. 

“You will, if you are wise, look into all 
these matters which prescriptions cannot 
cover. 

*‘Make it a rule to look carefully over 
every prescription before it leaves your 
hands. This may save you some day be- 
ing the author of a homicidal document, 
which, if not intercepted by a druggist: more 
careful than you, might cause you lasting 
remorse, and perhaps loss of. reputation. 

“IT beg now to call your attention to a 
few points, in which I think the profession 
sometimes fails to come up to the full 
measure of its duty to the patient. 

“TIT have often noted a want of due care 
in the administration of general anesthetics. 
The administrator should never lose sight 
of the fact that the life of the patient 
is, for the time being, entirely in his hands, 
and is dependent for minutes or hours upon 
the skill and attention which he gives to 
the performance of his duties. If he is 
faithful, he wiil watch the patient, and 
not the operation. He will not begs#ile the 
time, as I have often noticed, with in- 
teresting stories; nor allow others to do so. 
He will at every moment be aware of the 
exact condition of his patient, especially his 
respiration. His conduct should be such 
tiat the operator can devote his whole at- 
tention to the operation in hand and have 
his mind free from anxiety in regard to 
other matters. ; 

“T believe that the majority of the deaths 
under anesthesia» are due to carelessness 
and lack of that unremitting attention 
which is the first and last duty of the ad- 
r.inistrator. He must ‘watch as if on wnat 
alone hung the issue of the hour.’ 

“T think some members of the profession 
hold mistaken views in regard to the ad- 
ministration of chloroform in cases of labor. 
They either decline or give it so sparingly 
that, while keeping the word of promise 
to thé ear, they break it to the hope of 
the sufferer. I think chloroform should be 
used in all labor cases where the degree of 
suffering warrants it. ; 

“To what extent it should be given is an 
important matter, and will depend upon the 
circumstances of the case. In ordinary 
eases, it should be given in quantity suffi- 
cient only to deaden pain, and when this 
point is reached the patient will be unable 
to ask for more. Given to this extent, it 
does not retard labor, aS many suppose, 
but accelerates it; the removai of the pain 
calling into full play the voluntary muscles. 
In cases so rapid that laceration is im- 
minent, chloroform can be given to the ex- 
tent of controlling the involuntary muscles 
also; thus reducing the pains within the 

it of safety. : 

Oeas obstetric practice has been singularly 
free from accidents and complications; such 
as protracted labor, retained placenta, post- 
partum haemurphage and fevers. I cannot 
attribute this to any other cause than to 
the regular use of chloroform, on the —, 
ciples above indicated. So far as the “nit

The 
error has sometime been committed through 
a desiré, laudable enough, to hasten through 
Need difficult to the surgeon and inful 
to the patient. The relief of suffering re- 
quires time and trouble, and a minor opera- 
tion is often hurried through at the cost 
of the patient’s feelings. I may remark 
that when a physician happens,to be the 
patient, I have never noticed that there 
was any lack of preparation for the pre- 
vention of pain. 

“But it may be asked by what right I 
speak thus to experts, who are themselves 
qualified to judge what is best for their 
own cages.. I can only say, that this ques- 
tion has interested me especially from the 
beginning of my professional life, and my 
Official position has made it my duty to 
supervise the work of some of my profes- 
sional brethren. Moreover, I feel that if 
I can convince any of yw of the correct- 
ness of the views I so strongly hold, I 
will have done something towards lessening 
human suffering. 

“IT am satisfied, from many trials and re- 
peated observations, that injured persons 
rally more promptly from shock and re- 
cover more quickly from their injuries, if 
they are Kept as free as possible from pain. 
In most cases, anodynes and narcotics are 
indicated for a short time only; the shorter, 
if they are promptly and boldly used up to 
the proper limit. This is marked by the 
relief of pain. If the limit is exceeded, the 
evil effects of the drug will be shown in 
disorders of the digestion, and locking up 
the secretions. The danger of narcotism 
can be avoided by the caution, never to 
—— a patient for the administration of a 

ose. 

“‘Whenever it is practicable, I prefer the 
hypodermic method of administration, be. 
cause it is more efficient, less injurious, 
and, above all, is in the control of the 
physician. 

“I wish to be distinctly understood as 
maintaining that the prempt and judicious 
use of opiates not only relieves suffering, 
but, by calming the mind, equalizing the 
circulation, and making the patient indiffer- 
ent to his troubles, has a directly curative 
power. This is more true in acute than 
chronic cases; but sometimes even in these 
the effect in breaking up a vicious chain 
of symptoms is marvelous. Yet, I do not 
recommend the continued use of narcotics 
in chronic cuses, unless .they are hopeless 
or malignant. I have for years used Opiates 
freely in my practice, but I have never 
known a patient to acquire the habit there- 
from. 

“Such then, my professional brethren, is 
the measure of our responsibility. The 
standard is high, but that should only in- 
crease our Zeal to attain it. If we re- 
gard our patients as men and brethrerm, we 
will, without the restraint of law and 
code, follow the golden rule, and do unto 
others as we would they should do unto 
us. If we are faithful to this, what is eur 
reward? Not only ‘the promise of the life 
that now is,’ but when the son of man, 
who was our brother here on earth, shall 
be the King upon the throne of his glory, 
He will say, ‘inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these, my brethren, 
ye have done it unto me.’”’ (Applause.)

ATLANTA, GA., April 19, 1894. 
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General Evans and the People. 

The most notable addressao far made 
In the gubernatorial campaign was that 
of General Evans at Jonesboro Tuesday. 
It was a ringing declaration in behalf of 
the people, and sounds an alarm which 
should arouse the voters of, the state. 
The address was delivered on a few 
hours’ notice, and was really spoken on 
the spur of the moment. General Evans 
Was notified that he was expected in 
Jonesboro only the night before the day 
he was asked to speak there, the citi- 
zens of that enterprising community 
having learned that he would pass 
through Jonesboro on his avay to south 
Georgia. He stopped between trains, 
and the people of the whole state are 
to be congratulated that the opportunity 
thus offered developed the most telling 
speech in the campaign. 

Following the recent announcement of 
Mr. Atkinson that “the men who con- 
trol’—in other words, the ring—were 
urging his interests and that, in sub- 
stance, he was depending upon them 
for the counties he expected to carry, 
General Evans literally annihilated Mr. 
Atkinson’s “Atlanta ring” stock argu- 
ment, showing that, even according tq 
Mr. Atkinson’s own admission, the 
alleged “Atlanta ring’ is a tame and in- 
Significant affair as compared to the 
political combination on which Mr. At- 
kinson bases his reliance. The gen- 
eral’s arraignment of Mr. Atkinson’s ef- 
fort to array the cities and the country 
against each other was expressed with 
masterly effect. ‘ 

But nothing that has been said during 
the campaign is more weighted witb 
significance than the following utter- 
ance: 

The judiciary of the state should be 
above suspicion. Their election was placed 
in the hands of the legislature in order 
that they might be taken out of politics. 
For the same reason the election.of solicitors 
general was placed with the legislature. 
The ermine that falls from the shoulders of 
our judges should not have a political stain 
upon it. If, in human kindness, some of 
them have inadvertently become committed 
they should hasten to get out of it. We do 
not want our judges to go into politics. The 
solicitors should be as free from the stain 
of politics as the judges themselves, They 
should not engage in the ‘work of maneuv- 
ering for governorships, senatorships or 


other offices which would stamp them as 
partisans. 


In justice to those of the judges and 
solicitors of Georgia who are not for 
Mr. Atkinson, it is but fair to them to 
say that the effort, for effect, of 4Mr. At- 
kinson’s friends to make it appear that 
these officers of the law are all involved 
in a big deal by which they are, in some 
Way or another, to become beneficiaries, 
puts them in an erronious attitude be- 
fore the people, but they should insist 
upon it that Mr. Atkinson and his friends 
cease doing them this injustice. The 
judiciary of Georgia should be, and we 
believe is, above the plane to which Mr. 
Atkinson’s overzealous friends would put 
it in their mad effort to make it appear 
that he is to be boosted into the high 
office of governor through the influence 
of a political ring. Well does General 
Evans admonish the people: “Let your 
governor be one who does not depend 
upon cliques, combinations and under- 
standings in order to get the place.” 

Mr. Atkinson’s remarkable circular 
about “the men who control” has given 
General Evans a splendid opportunity to 
let the people understand just how their 
rights are being assailed, and that “the 
men who control” are expected to deliver 
the votes of the counties of the state, in 
convention assembled in response to the 
demands, not of the people, but of the 
office parcelers. 

Another feature of General Evans's 
Jonesboro speech was the clearness with 
which he dealt with the demands of the 


Chicago platform and the emphasis with 


wich he demands that every principle 
it announces should be put into force. 
“From the beginning to the end of the 
democratic platform,” said he, “it re- 
ceives the sanction of my judgment,” 
and of the most salient principles of the 
platform he said: 


Its demands are that we shall have in 
circulation the money of the people. 

That there shall be no discrimination be- 
tween the two metals. 

That the volume of currency shall be in- 
creased just as the business of the country 
increases. : 

That there shall not be a contraction of 
the currency, but that the law shall leave 
the coinage of gold and silver free. 

That this volume of currency, like the 
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félares, after due reflection

If this 
claim is endorsed by the people, it vir- 
tually shuts the doors of the offices of 
the state to those who are not fortunate 
enough to have become experienced 
office holders, and puts the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the state indefinite- 
ly into the hands of those whose experi- 
ence in the art of politics must be of 
secondary consideration to administra- 
tive business ability or other such fitness. 

If “the men who control” have under- 
taken the job of disenfranchising the 
people, eliminating all but professional 
office holders from the performance of 
the public official functions, we are of 
the opinion that they are doomed to dis- 
appointment and grief. We base this 
opinion upon our high estimate of the 
independence of the sovereign people of 
yeorgia, and if we are disappointed in 
their courage it will be for the first time 
in The Constitution’s experience as a 
newspaper.

The Contest in Alabama. 

The New York Times, one of the most 
energetic of the organs of the plu- 
tocrats, analyzes the issues of the 
campaign in Alabama, and. de-

ment, that the whole business narrows 
down to a contest between Mr. Cleve- 
landontheone side, and Senators Mor- 
gan and Pugh on the other. 

The Times says, in substance—and it 
speaks with the air of one having au- 
thority—that an endorsement of Alaba- 
ma’s distinguished senators means the 
repudiation of Mr. Cleveland, and that 
an endorsement of Mr. Cleveland is a 
repudiation of Senators Pugh and Mor- 
gan. P 

The people of Alabama are fortunate 
in having their campaign issues simpli- 
fied for them by so zealous and subser- 
vient a champion of the money power, 
and it is to be hoped they will take due 
notice and govern themselves according- 
ly. The Times having stripped the is- 
sue down to the bone, as it were, we pre- 
sume the people of Alabama have noth- 
ing to do but accept it and dispose of it. 

But there are other considerations. 
The Constitution has bétween twenty 
and thirty thousand subscribers in Ala- 
bama, and it has some interest in any 
contest in that state which affects the 
attitude and the interests of the demo- 
cratic party of the south. We hasten to 
say, therefore, that the personalities of 
the president and the two Alabama 
senators have nothing whatever to do 
with any campaign that may take place 
in our sister state. The contest is be- 
tween the views of these gentlemen. Mr, 
Cleveland has repudiated the financial 
pledge of the democratic platform, and 
Senators Morgan and Pugh, in com- 
mon with an overwhelming majority of 
the democratic voters of the south, in- 
sist that this pledge, nor any of the 
pledges, shall be repudiated by a demo- 
cratic administration if they can help it. 

The contest is not between conflicting 
democratic views on finance. It is be- 
tween the views of John Sherman and 
the republicans and the views of those 
who stand on the democratic platform. 
We had practically the same contest in 
Georgia recently. Should Governor 
Northen appoint as successor to Senator 
Colquitt a man who endorsed the views 
of John Sherman or a man who was for 
carrying out the demands of the demo- 
cratic platform? The contest was set- 
tled before it began. Governor Northen 
is a platform democrat, and he appointed 
such a democrat to the senate. 

There was a similar contest in the 
fourth congressional district of Louisi- 
ana. In the primary called to nominate 
a successor to Hon. N. C. Blanchard, a 
vote was taken on the leading questions 
of the day. The result on the silver 
question was as follows: For free coin- 
age, 3,270; against, 226. 

There would be a contest in North 
Carolina to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the death of Senator Vance, but Gov- 
ernor. Carr has already settled it. He 
has declared thatghe will appoint a free 
coinage democrat—a platform democrat. 

Now this is precisely the nature of 
the contest which The New York Times 
has simplified for the people of Ala- 
bama. It is a contest between the finan-

It is natural that many democrats 
should oppose the new rule, but there is 
a growing belief. that the question has 
two sides. Two years ago the democrats 
in the house fought Tom Reed’s method 
of counting a quorum and opposed it 
on the ground that it was practically an 
arbitrary usurpation of authority. The 
fight was one of the most memorable 
struggles in our parliamentary annals. 

But the democratic congressmen have 
changed, or at least modified their views. 
The house has spent month after month 
doing nothing. The democrats have been 
unable to redeem the pledges of their 
platform and carry out the routine of 
legislation because the absent members 
of their own party, the non-voting mem- 
bers and the filibustering tactics of the 
republicans have placed the house at the 
mercy of the minority. Something had 
to be done or the legislation of this 
session would be completely blocked. 

So the democrats have adopted a rule 
which authorizes the speaker to appoint 
tellers representing each side of a pend- 
ing question, who shall count the non- 
voting members present and add them to 
those who respond in order to make a 
quorum, This obtains the result of Reed’s 
rule by fairer methods. 

The democrats favoring the new rule 
say that they were forced to it by the 
conduct of democratic absentees and the 
insolent republican minority. The ad- 
vocates of the new rule claim that it 
wus a case of necessity, and they had 
to do something or waste the session and 
go home without attending to the busi- 
ness of the people. 

Mr. Reed may think that he has been 
vindicated, but he will find that the re- 
publicans will no longer be able to ob- 
struct business and the house will go 
right ahead with its work. His vindica- 
tion will cost him and his party more 
than it is worth. 

Whether the new. rule is right or 
wrong we do not pretend to say. It must 
be admitted, however, that the demo- 
crats voting for it had strong provoca- 
tion. There is another interesting mafter 
in this connection. The democrats with 
about 100 majority, would be forever dis- 
graced if they remained idle and dis- 
appointed their constituents simply be- 
cause the minority stood in their way. 
The democrats who went into a caucus 
to consider the new rule and then bolted 
occupy a peculiar condition. They hold 
that they are not bound by a caucus, 
but if this be true how can concert of 
action be secured on any great issue, 
and how can the party be held together? 
In view of the fact that the tariff bill is 
in danger in the senate it was well for 
the democrats in the house to hold a cau- 
cus and emphasize their earnestness by 
taking steps to secure a quorum in 
future. The bolters from the caucus 
who hold that they are not bound by its 
action may possibly give plausible rea- 
sons for their course, but old-fashioned 
democrats fear that we are entering a 
period of political anarchy in which the 
disintegration ‘of the party may be 
brought about by the rule or ruin policy 
of a stubborn minority. The situation 
bristles with doubtful and perilous 
features. : 


Congressman Lawson and the Platform, 
The probabiliry is that Congressman 


organs would take up his interpretation 
of the Chicago platform and endorse it. 
But this is precisely what they are doing, 
and their eagerness in the matter leads 
us to give the interpretation a closer in- 
spection. 

Judge Lawson says that the demo-

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Lawson never suspected that the cuckoo ~ 


“to carry it out, nobody wants it done.” 

Now, the platform is the same instru- 
ment that Congressman Lawson en- 
dorsed when he was a _ candidate 
for congress. It is the 
platform his constituents endorsed. 
Why, then, doesn’t Judge Law- 
son urge that it be carried out? His 
reason is the queerest and perhaps the 
frankest that has yet been given. He 
says that the party has already carried 
out the platform as far as practicable. 
The federal election law has been re- 
pealed, the house has passed a tariff bill 
reducing taxes, expenditures have been 
reduced in the appropriation bills, and 
“the purchase clause of the Sherman 
law has been repealed.” 

So far so good, with one exception. 
We have an official draft of the Chicago 
platform before us and we search in 
vain for any demand, request, recom- 
mendation, suggestion, hint or intima- 
tion authorizing the democratic party to 
repeal the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act, or to unconditionally re- 
peal any part of that ‘law, or the whole 
of it. The people understand this per- 
fectly well, and they seem to have a 
much clearer view of the _ platform 
meaning than some of the democratic 
congressmen. We think that if Judge 
Lawson had put forth his interpreta- 
tion of the platform when he was a can- 
didate, he would not now be a member 
of congress from his district. 

This is an opinion merely, but ir is 
based on the fact chat, although Judge 
Lawson says that the platform’ is for 
free coinage, his interpretation of the 
financial pledge is.of a character to re- 
ceive not only the hearty endorsement of 
the cuckoo organs in Georgia, but the 
cordial approbation of the most clam- 
orous goldbug in Wall street. The judge 
has the argument of the gold monomet- 
allists pat although it is somewhat 
veiled. 

He says that if the financial pledge of 
the platform were carried out “the sil- 
ver dollar thus coined would be more 
than twice as heavy as our existing dol- 
lar.” Such a statement coming from a 
man of Judge Lawson’s attainments ts 
little less than astounding. He calmly 
ignores the value that the money func- 
tion imparts to a metal—ignores wholly 
the effect of the demand that would 
arise for silver when it became a part 
of our standard money—ignores the fact 
that the value of gold is based almost 
wholly on the demand for it as a money 
metal—ignores the fact that the silver 
dollar now in circulation is a legal ten- 
der for private debts and public dues, 
and is not redeemable in gold by law, 
but only in pursuance of the republican 
policy of opening the doors of the peo- 
ple’s treasury to the raids of the organ- 
ized money power of Wall street. 

Judge Lawson maintains, in effect, 
that in spite of the mint value placed on 
silver under an act of free coinage, the 
bullion value would remain at about the 
present level, for he expressly declares 
that the silver dollar would be more 
than twice as heavy as the present dol- 
lar. In other words, if there were free 
coinage at a ratio of 16 to 1—the mint 
coining at the rate of $1.29 an ounce, 
the owner of silver bullion in this voun- 
try and in Europe would continue to 


| Sell it for 57, 58, 60 or 68 cents an ounce? 


This proposition is so absurd that it is 
not worth while to discuss it seriously. 

Equally absurd 1s the contention that 
the immense business and trade de- 
mands of this great country will im- 
part no more value to silver bullion in 
the event our mints are open to that 
metal, than the comparatively insignif- 
icant demand of the Mexican republic. 
We feel sure that Judge Lawson will 
revise and explain his explanation of 
the democratic platform before he un- 
dertakes to appeal to the voters of his 
district. 
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The eastern organs are now beginning to 
hint that the democrats of the south are 
keeping capital away by standing on the 
demoerttic platform. This is the queerest 
goldbug argument yet put forward.

His testimony was 
in the main regarding the suit first filed 
by Colonel Wimpy and himself in the civil 
branch of the city court. ‘This suit, as 
already stated, was afterwards withdrawn 
and Mrs. Hall, when on the -stand, de- 
clared most positively that she knew noth- 
ing about the suit until she saw something 
about it in one of the newspapers and that 
it had been filed without her consent and 
that she repudiated it.

Mrs. Goodrich’s testimony 
was to the effect that there was a woman 
en the fifth floor of questionable character 
who was not a proper woman. Mr. Gould 
had said that he would have her moved up 
higher and when he did have her moved 
she used a lot of profane language. Wit- 
ness did not believe that Mrs. Johnson was 
a good woman and drew this bélief from 
the conversation of Mrs. Johnson herself, 
Upon cross-examination he said that she 
hed called on Mrs. Johnson to see some of 
her art work and while in her room had 
been told by Mrs. Johnson that Mr. Gould 
had made a proposition to her; that this 
proposition was that she was to become 
the traveling companion of Mr. Gould; that 
Mr. Gould said he would pay her well and 
make her his heiress when he died. Mrs, 
Gocdrich stated that Mr s. Johnson said that 
she refused the offer, but had a friend who 
would accept; that this friend would do 
anything for money and that Gould said 
he would pay her well.

NEARING THE BND. 


Captain B. F. Couch Thought to Be 
Dying This Morning. 


HIS SERVICE ON THE POLICE FORCE 


An Operation Was Performed on Him 
Monday Which Doubtless Has- 
tened the End. 


At 2 o'clock this morning Captain E. F. 
Couch, the lion-hearted officer who for so 
many years was connected with the Atlanta 
police department, was thought to be dying. 

The attending physicians announced that 
it was hardly possible for him to survive 
longer than a few hours. He was con- 
scious, however, and recognized those about 
his bedside. He has been suffering for 
months, and an operation performed Mon- 
day is thought to have hastened the end. 

Captain Couch has been identified with 
the Atlanta police force almost continuously 
Since the war. Shortly after the war he 
was on the patrol force, and served in that 
capacity for a number of years. After 
leaving the force he was a court officer and 
filled that position with quite as much abil- 
ity as he displayed as a police officer. 

He came back to the police force in 1883 
aS 4@ patrolman, but served but a short 
while as a private. The commissioners 
were not slow to recognize his superior 
ability, and he was elected captain. In 
1886 he again left the force and became a 
Special bailiff for Solicitor Howell Glenn, 
of the city court. He filled this position 
two years and was re-elected captain in 
1888. He served but a few months, again 
resigninig to accept his old place at the city 
court. He remained at the city court until 
1891, when he was elected chief of detec- 
tives and assistant chief of police. 

He was thus ‘Atlanta’s first chief of de- 
tectives. He filled this position less than a 
year, resigning to go back to the city court 
as Special constable for Solicitor Lewis 
Thomas. He filled this position until six 
months ago, when his health failed to such 
an extent that he was forced to give up 
work altogether. 

As an officer Captain Couch was as fear- 
less as a lion. No man in the entire his- 
tory of the police department has made 
Such a record for fearlessness and courage 
as he did. He was an officer in the depart- 
ment during the times when firm and nervy 
men were required, and he was a leader 
who inspired courage. 

He was the leader in many notable raids 
of the police department. He led—his men 
followed. A few years ago, during the 
riot at East Point, he was selected to lead 
a party of men to suppress the trouble. 
He was sent out on a Special train and 
put an end to the strife. 

He was a perfect terror to the evil doers. 
When the United States army barracks 
were located in the western part of the 
city the soldiers were a source of constant 
trouble to the - police. Nightly troubles, 
amounting almost to riots, occurred on 
Castleberry hill, on Peters Street, and Cap- 
tain Couch was always on hand. No man 
was feared as much as he. Fear was a feel- 
ing unknown to him, and many were the 
close encounters in which he engaged with 
the defiant soldiers. 

He was a severe disciplinarian and was 
rigid with his men. But it is said that he 
never asked his men to go where he did not 
first lead. This was one of his most strik- 
ing characteristics. He was a native of 
western Georgia, and has spent the larger 
part of his life in Atlanta. He was in the 
confederate arnmgy four years, He married 
Miss Anderson, a sister of Judge James A. 
Anderson. He has six children. His age 
is about fifty.

A HORNET'S NEST. 
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Women Resist Officer Mercer and 
Bite His Arm. 


MR. KLEIN KNOCKED DOWN IN THE DARK 


sault—-A Railroad Brakeman in 
Trouble—Other Police Items. 


Patrolman Mercer ran into a hornet’s 
nest yesterday, when he attempted to sup- 
press a small civil war among a number 
of negro women residing at 110% Whitehall 
street. 

Besides being struck by a flying glass, he 
was bit on the arm by an _ infuriated 
negress, cursed, attacked and resisted gen- 
erally. Officer Mercer’s attention was at- 
tracted by a loud racket at the place men- 
tioned, and went up to investigate. He 
found the women fighting and throwing 
missiles at a frightful rate. One woman 
had already been injured by being struck 
with a heavy glass, which had broken to 
pieces upon striking her, and cut her 
severely. 

A negro woman named Mattie Morris 
seemed to be the chief figure in the fight, 
and Officer Mercer attempted to arrest her, 
but she resisted energetically. She threw 
the glass with deadly aim, swore she would 
not go, and when she had broken the glass 
on the officer and another negro woman, 
she clinched Mercer’s arm between her 
teeth and bit like a wild animal. While 
this was going on, another negro woman, 
named Ollie Seals, attempted to interfere 
with the officer and force him to turn Mat- 
tie Morris loose. 

Finally the two women were dragged in- 
to the street, cursing and screaming. Mat- 
tie Morris was”sent to police headquarters 
and cases made against her and two other 
women who figured in the racket. 


J. O. Dodd is a brakeman-on the East 
Tennessee road, and has always stood well 
in the service of that corporation. Yes- 
terday morning he went out with a fellow | 
brakeman, named Brannan. Yesterday 
afternoon Brannan reported to Patrolman 
Jett that one of four or five persons had 
stolen and robbed him of twenty dollars. 
All of the parties consented to be searched, 
among them Dodd. Dodd appeared very 
willing to have his clothes searched, and 
when this was done the money was still 
missing. 

Officer Jett had him to pull off his shoe, 
and as he did so some money dropped out. 
Dodd was arrested and carried to police 
headquarters. A charge of larceny was 
entered against him. As he was drinking 
some at the time, it is probable that the 
case against him will not be pushed. 


Mr. Klein, who lives near the corner of 
Haynes and Walker streets, stepped out- 
side his door night before last to stop @ row 
that was going on on the sidewalk, and 
was unceremoniously knocked down, and al- 
most senseless, the moment he emerged 
from his door. 

He says the blow was delivered so quick- 
ly, and he was so dazed after receiving it, 
that he could not identify his assailant, 
but yesterday he stated that he was quite 
positive that John Fambro, who lives near 
him, was the man.

W. H. FLEMING SERIOUSLY HURT.

A Vicious Horse Kicks Him in the 
Face. 

Augusta, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)—W. H. 
Fieming, the well-known member of the 
state legislature, met with a very, serious 
accident at 6 o’clock this afternoon. He 
is the owner of a very vicious horse, which 
he generally uses for saddle purposes, but 
this afternoon attempted to drive him. 
When nearing the city limits, the horse, 
which was hitched to a road cart, kicked 
over the dashboard, both feet striking Mr. 
Fleming in the face. The effects of the 
blow were horrible. The left eye was 
totally extinguished.

The wounds are all of a serious 
nature, but not fatal, and recovery is ex- 
pected, unless complications set in. The 
whole city is shocked by the news, as Mr. 
Fleming is a very popular man, and was 
standing for re-election to tae legislature. 


A SMALL INCREASE. 


The Jury Returns a Verdict in the 
Chickamauga Land Case. 
Solicitor James made a splendid effort 
yesterday in the condemnatory proceeding 
of the United States against the estate of 
Samuel Hall, and in a short while the jury 
returned a verdict allowing only $223 more 
for the Chickamauga land than it was for- 
merly appraised. This increase was due to 
a mistake made in the original survey. 
Messrs. Payne, Glenn and Copeland, who 
represented the Hall estate, argued that 
the appraisers put a false value upon the 
land, and put in a demand for $2,500 more 
than the first valuation, which was $4,136. 
The jury yesterday determined otherwise, 

and allowed only a nominal increase.

John May Had a Sentence of Two 
Years for Manslaughter, 


BUT APPLIED FOR A NEW TRIAL 


And Was Convicted of Murder—He Goes 
Up for Li‘e—The Case Is One 
Without a Precedent. 


' 


During the remainder of his life, in the 
convict camps, John May, the Telfair coun-~- 
ty murderer, will have one thing to regret, 
and that is that he ever applied for a sec- 
ond trial. 

His case, which was finally settied by 
the supreme court yesterday, is one almost 
without precedent. It illustrates the fact 
that different juries see things through dit- 
ferent eyeglasses. 

In the summer of 1892 John May killed his 
neighbor, Henry Brown. The two had had 
some trouble before about a small amount 
that one owed the other and bitter feeling 
was aroused between them. Une Sunday 
afternoon about dark they met and May 
shot Brown to death. 

May was arrested and placed in jail. He 
was tried at the October term of the su- 
perior court. He was ably represented at 
the trial, but was found guilty ef man- 
slaughter. The judge sentenced him to two 
years penal servitude. 

May did not like the thought of stripes, 
and appealed the case. On some grounds 
or other he obtained a new trial, and a 
second time he was arraigned at the spring 
term of the Telfair superkor court this year. 
He was given quite an extensive trial and 
was found guilty of murder, with a recom- 
mendation to mercy. This meant a life time 
in the penitentiary. 

From a sentence of two years in the pen 
to a sentence of life, and all due to his 
own discontent over the first disposition 
of the case, made May dizzy, and he ap- 
pealed the case to the supreme court. ‘The 
case was ably argued before the supreme 
court by Mr. Dan Rountree, Mr. C. D. Loud 
and Mr. W. L. Clarke. 

A decision affirming that of the lower 
court was handed down by the supreme 
court yesterday. This sealed May’s fate, 
and the reception of the higher courts ac- 
tion will doubtless cause him a severe 
shock. Attorney Terrell says that he does 
not remember a parallel case in the whole 
judicial history of the state.

Editor Constitution—I am glad to read 
in this morning’s issue of your paper that 
General Evans favors smashing the ring.

THE CHICAGO MARKET.

SOCIAL PURITY AND HEAVENLY TWINS

The New York League and Its View of the 
Breckinridge Case-Mrs. Howe and 
Politeness— Bits of Society News.

Isverybody is reading that remarkabl- 
book “The Heavenly Twins,” and coming 
as it does right on the heels of the sensa-« 
tional trial with the details of which the 
newspapers have been filled, ‘*The Heavenly 
Twins’ fad seems a most appropriate one. 
There is much to think about in the theme 
treated in that rémarkable story. I see 
that the New York Social Purity League 
has beén discussing the question and at 
its annual meeting formally demanded that 
social punishment should be visited with 
equal severity and certainty on men and 
women. It contended that in morals and 
religion the standard of purity is the 
same for both, and that impurity is no less 
an offense against society in a man than 
in a woman; that it is as morally destruc- 
tive in the one as in the other. 

The Sun, in @ommenting on this action, 
says: “Yet the sentiment of sdciety, from 
the days of the Old Testament until now, 
has been 4ifferent, and at present the dif- 
ference is largely if not chiefly due to the 
women. Women continue to put the stand- 
ard higher for women than for men, and 
not many of them find fault with the law 
when it discriminates between the two by 
making the woman offender’ punishable 
where the man is allowed to escape. 
difference ‘%s defended on _ physidlogical 
grounds; but the Social Purity League is 
right in denying that it is defensible undér 
the laws and principles of Christianity. The 
moral offense is the same in both men and 
women, except that where a pure girl is 
led astray by a man it is far worse in him 
than in her. The league, therefore, neéds 
first to educate women to apply to men the 
same standard of purity as they apply to 
themselves. As it is now, a great part of 
them excuse in men as a peccadillo an of- 
fense for which they condemn and ostracise 
women pitilessly. Mtn whose irregular re- 
jations with women are a matter of noto- 
riety, marry the spotless daughters of pa- 
rents cognizant of the facts. That is so in- 
disputable and so frequent that young mén 
are thereby encouraged in dissolute courses 
before marriage.’’ 

In all of which theré is much truth. It 
is not possible to print an argumént on 
this subject in the columns of a daily news- 
paper, but it may not be out of place to ad- 
vise a reading of “The Heavenly Twins.” 
However much you may criticise—you men 
and women—you will be interested. 


Mrs. Jalin Ward Howe on Politeness. 
In a lecture delivered recently in Des 
Moines, Mrs. Julia Ward Howe said: 
“Will intercourse With great society make 
us more or less polite? Social position does 
not effect all in the same way. But fela- 
tions and life-long friends are apt to be 
separated too often by elevation to wealth 
and social position. Many a shop girl is 
supporting a brother in college, many a 
poor mother a full grown son, and so on, 
and never are they mentioned or spoken 
of with a blush of shame. Fie on a person 
who denies his relationship. So much the 
more if a father is poor, so much the more 
if he is old, should a gon honor a father. 
That is polité society. S6-called polite so- 
ciety is so apt to pride itself upon its ex< 
clusiveness. It is too apt to exclude all 
that is entertaining or instructive. Wicked, 
foolish, ugly people cannot be Kept out of 
society. Neither can the poor be Kept out 
of the seciety of the rich. Your servants 


standing sehind yeour-crralr at dinner @re 
watthihg your actions ahd good manners, | 


and forming their opinions of your charac- 
ter. Néither thé crowding in nor the crowd- 
ing out of people in society is polite. 
“Young people should learn the opinions 
of their elders as to what is decorous and 
polite. When I was young I used to counsel 
with my elders. But it only shows how 
old-fashioned I am. Nowadays grand- 
mothers gd to their granddaughters to find 
out what is good form and good manners. 
It is not consistent to say that those who 
are looked up to as intellectual should be 
looked down upon socially. It is a rudé 
standard of judgment. 
“What makes our people polite?7—for they 
are polite. We recognize an absolute so- 
cial superiority. The polite spirits of our 
day have been Mr. Longfellow and Mr. Pim- 
erson. In their presence it was impossible 
to be impolite. Our young people aré tod 
apt to think of Vanderbilts and Goulds in 
thinking of the height of politeness. It is 
wrong. The simple mannérs of Franklin, 
Jay and Hamilton did us no harm in the 
courts of Hurope, where their simplicity, 
operiness and politeness was greatly ad- 
mired. Fashionable society feels obliged 
‘tO apologize for oné of its ladies whe is 


- @mpelied to earn her own living.”’

Jef Rockmore Will Die on the Scaf- 
fold at Decatur, 


IF THE GOVERNOR DOES NOT INTERFERE 


2 
A Petition Bent Up Yesterday by Attor- 
ney Ripley~Every Preparation for 
the Execution Already Made. 


Again Jeff Rockmore is within twenty- 
four hours of the galiows, and again a pe- 
tition for executive clemency is before 
Governor Northen. It remains te be seen 
whether the conde:inned man will be as 
fortunate in this instance us in the first. 

Less than a year ago HKock:iore was in 
the Fulton county jail sentenced to be 
hanged and the Thursday before the Friday 
set for his execution arrived without any 
interference from executive authority. It 
was on the very eve of the fateful Friday 
that Governor Northen granted him a 
respite. 

Today a situation similar to that one in 
many respects is presented. A petition was 
yesterday sent to the governor, but it lacks 
the strong features that characterized the 
other one—that of newly discovered evi- 
dence. Govérnor Northen will consider the 
petition today and pass judgment upon it. 

Rockmore is in the Decatur jail, discom- 
posedly and nervously waiting for the defi- 
hite announcement that will settle his fate. 
The chances are against him, and he, real- 
izing the fact, has about prepared him- 
self for the worst; but he is not altogether 
without hope. Once beforé he was in a po- 
sition exactly similar and when he was 
despairing most the respite came. 

The petition in Rockmore’s behalf was 
drawn by Mr. T. J. Ripley, who defended 
him in the last trial. It sets forth as 
grounds for clemency that Rockmore is a 
simple, humble negro, without ahy moral 
sense and ictally incapable of realizing the 
responsibility of taking human life, It says 
further that the evidéncée in the case was 
largely prejudicial, in that the witnesses 
had personal reasons for testifying ad- 
versély tc Kockmore. The petition was cir- 
culated around Decatur and bears the: sig- 
nature of forty-nine citizens of that place. 

A resume of Rockmore’s case has al- 
ready been given in The Constitution and 
the facets in it are pretty well known. He 
has been twice tried in the superior eourt 
and has tWice appealed to the supreme 
court. He has been frespited once. Kor a 
friendless negro Rockmore fas not been 
hustied into eternity without a fair show 
tor his life. 

Sherit! Henry Austin has completed the 
preparations for the percuten. The gal- 
lows is ready, the coffin purchased and 
even the death robe. The execution will 
be private, not over two hundred persons 
witnessing it. It would be next to impos- 
sible for a large number to seé it under 
tiie existing cirCumstances. The space back 
of the ja:l where the Sgscaffold is built is 
very narrow and will not admit 250 people. 

Rockmore’s wife, who lives at Covington, 
and his father and mother, will be present 
at the hanging. |

It’s only 
mewspaper notoriety that he’s after—"’ and 
Bowden himself owns up that his opinion 
that the fight will be pulled off here is 
based upon the facts that Florida is the 
only state in the union where such a con- 
test can be held without official inter- 
ference, and that Corbett and Jackson 
would rather fight in this country than 
anywhere else. As to the organization of 
a new club for the purpose of pulling off 
this fight in Jacksonville or a reorganiza- 
tion of the old club, Bowden admits that 
he “Knows -nothing.’’ ‘I would like,’’ he 
says, ‘‘to go into the thing if I could run 
the whole business, and have nobody else 
to consult or listen to. I may put up the 
purse myself, and bring Corbett and the 
negro here next December.”’ 

When pressed to tell what he knew about 
the new movement, if any, ex-Preéesident 
Mason reluctantly admitted that there is 
‘something in it.”” He says that there has 
been some correspondence on this subject 
of late, and that the only thing in the 
way is the present objection of Jackson to 
meeting the champion anywhere south of 
Mason and Dixon’s line. “‘Under date of 
April 3d,’’ he explained, ‘I had a letter 
from ‘Parson’ Davies, the manager of 
Jackson, in which he said that Jackson 
will not fight south of ‘the line,’ as here- 
tofore stipulated in the preliminary articles. 
But Davies intimates that Peter can be 
brought around so as to look at this phase 
of the matter in a different light. I shall 
go to New York this week, and shall be at 
my place on Coney Island all summer. The 
‘parson’ will meet me in New York, and 
will bring some of the black man’s best 
friends with him to talk over the situation 
with me. There is a possibility that Jack- 
s0n may be induced to meet Corbett in this 
city. As for Corbett, he is ‘out for the 
dust,’ and will fight wherever the biggest 
purse is hung up.”’ 

“Can Jacksonville offer the proper induce- 
ment in this particular?’ was asked. 

“T should smile if she couldn't!” was 
Mason’s reply. “Why. I have one man 
ready to put up $90,00v for bringing the 
fight here, and I can raise another $40,000 
by simply tapping the telegraph wires two 
or three times. The fight will be held here 
if Peter Jackson will consent to it.”’ 

Governor Mitchell is ready to come to the 
front with another threat, a good deal like 
the old one, which he never carried out. 
When seen at Tallahassee today and asked 
what he would do, if anything, to prevent 
the Corbett-Jackson fight from taking place, 
he said: 

“Just as soon as I am convinced that 
these prize-fighting people are in earnest— 
that is, that they really intend to have 
another fight in Jacksonville—I will call 
the legislature together in extra session for 
the purpose of passing such a law as will 
effectually put a stop to all affairs of this 
kind in Florida.” 

The expense of an extra session of the 
legislature would be at least $50,000, and 
public sentiment would be unutterably op- 
posed to putting the tax payers to an ex- 
pense like this for stopping a prize fight 
in Jacksonville. The cost of the extra 
session of sixteen days in 1889, for passing 
a board of health bill, was $65,000. Again, 
there are grave doubts as to what the 
present legislators would do, if called to- 
gether by the governor for such a pur- 
pose. Many well-informed people profess 
to believe that they would legalize the 
sport under heavy license fees, in order to 
bring in a good revenue to the state. 

Florida Freight Rates. 


In reply to the published charge that the 
rates of freight by rail from points on the 
lower East Coast are extortionate and 
paralyzing to the industry of fruit-growing 
in that section, a writer in one of the daily 
newspapers says: 

“In the first place, the Jacksonville, St. 
Augustine and Indian River road, called 
the ‘East Coast line,’ runs from Jackson- 
ville to Lake Worth, passing through the 
sections devoted to vegetable, orange and 
pineapple growi3g in the tropical portions 
of the state. A very considerable part of 
this line is unsettled, or so sparsely set- 
tled as to render it doubtful if even by 
the most careful management the line can 
be made self-supporting for a number of 
years. . 

‘There are no orange shipments of any 
account bglow Turkey creek, twenty miles 
gouth of Rockledge. The orange business 
is practically between Palatka on the north 
and Rockledge on the south, the greatest 
portion of that territory being open to 
competition by the Indian River, Jackson- 
ville, Tampa and Key West railway and the 
St. Johns river. No oranges are shipped 
in carloads from any point south of the 
Turkey creek groves, so that the writer’s 
statements as to ‘rates from St. Lucie to 
Jacksonville,’ etc., as applied to shipments 
in carloads, are really fictitious, and do not 
exist in fact. On the other hand, the In- 
dian River Orange Growers’ Association, 
whose shipments. have been almost entirely 
confined to the ‘East Coast line’ this season, 
has been perfectly satisfied with the efforts 
of that railroad company to give them 
the most careful attention, and the best 
facilities possible for the successful handling 
of their freight. It is a fact that the Indian

THE NAVAL BILL. 


It Carries an Appropriation of Over 
Twenty-Five Millions. 

Washington, April 18.—The naval appro- 
priations bill, as reported to the house to- 
day, carries an appropriation of $25,280,966, 
being £2,670,313 less than the estimates, and 
an increase of $3,176,905 over the appropria- 
tion for the current fiscal year. The ap- 
propriations for the increase of the navy 
cover only armor and armament and con- 
struction and machinery. For armor and 
armament the-estimates called for $6,500,000, 
This the committee reduced to $4,000,000. The 
large amount asked for in the estimates is 
due to the fact that nothing was allowed 
for this purpose in the bill for the current 
fiscal year, although the estimatss cailed for 
$2,000,000. The appropriation was not made 
last year. as unlooked for delays in the 
manufacture of armor, made the appropria- 
tion of the prior year sufficient for this 
purpose. 

The total loss of the Kearsarge leaves 
the Hartford, Admiral Farragut’s tlagsrip, 
the only vessel in the navy, aside froin the 
frigate Constitution, around which historic 
memories cluster. The committee, in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the navy de- 
partment, have recommended liberal ap- 
propriations for her preservation and im- 
provement, believing that public sentiment 
demands it. 

Secretary Herbert recommended the com- 
mittee insert in the bill a provision pro- 
viding for the naturalization of alien sailors 
and marines on United States vessels who 
have served five consecutive yéars and have 
been honorably discharged. Similar pro- 
visions for the naturalization of our mer- 
chant seamen and of enlisted men in the 
army have already become laws, and the 
committee think that there should be no 
discrimination against the navy. In re- 
porting the provisions they express the 
opinion thdt some steps should be taken 
towards encouraging the enlistment. of 
America® sailors. 

In accordance with the recommendations 
of the secretary of the navy, the committee 
recommends that he be authorized to use 
“for the construction of one armored cruiser 
of the Vesuvius type,”’ the $450,000 appro- 
priated by the act of 1889, for the sonstruc- 
tion, armament and equipment of three 
torpedo bvats. By the same act, $200,000 
was appropriated fur Luilding a submarine 
boat and conducting experiments with it. 
The committee recoinmended that the sec- 
retary be authorized to use this amount 
for the construction, armament and 
They also 
recommended that the secretary be given 
authority to transform the Vesuvius into a 
torpedo cruiser, if, in his judgment, the 
change will add to the efficiency of the ves- 
sel for naval purposes. There are now only 
three torpedo boats in our navy. Statis- 
tics show that foreign navies have many 
of these vessels, and in addition to those 
now in service 197 are being constructed. 

The secretary asks for authority to begin 
the construction of at least one more bat- 
tleship during the coming year. While 
recognizing the full force of the secretary’s 
recommendation, backed up as it is by the 
president's distinct denunciation of pursu- 
ing the policy inaugurated of bulidim: up 
a thorough and efficient navy, the ccmmit- 
tee, in view of the president’s suggesticn, 
that congress should carefully take into ac- 
count the unfinished vessels on our hands 
and the depleted condition of our treasury, 
have reluctantly concluded not to recom- 
mend an appropriation for the construction 
of a new battleship at this time.

HE GIVES A STRONG DEFENSE OF IT 


Macon’s Waterand Gas Company Will Not 
Mandamus the City—~Mayor Horne 
Off on a Trip North. 


Macon, Ga., April 18,.—(Special.)—Judge 
Emory Speer, of the lWnited States court, 
has just made a very interesting review of 
the Rowena Clarke bill.: It will be remem- 
bered that the original bill was first brought 
in his court and by recent decisions of a 
higher tribunal this bil has been dismissed 
for want of equity and the costs have been 
placed upon those who brought it. After 
reviewing the causes that led up to the bill 
and the placing of the Central road in the 
hands of a receiver Judge Speer says: 

“While, perhaps we may not, at this stage 
insist that the bill possessed any equity 
whatever, we may at least be justified in 
saying that to be wholly without equity it 
exhibited a larger degree of effectiveness and 
success than any other defective bill of 
which the history of litigation has afforded 
the precedent. The properties were by it 
recovered and restared to lawful custody. 
By one exercise of power insuranc? money 
to the amount of about $30,000 was regained, 
by another the Southern Express Company 
was caused to pay imto court a large sum 
which yet awaits distribution, although the 
bill which recovered it has been dismiss d; 
under yet another $1,000,000 worth of steam- 
ship stock held by the defendants, an in- 
equitable and extortionate pledge for a 
small alleged claim, was recovered and re- 
stared to the uses of the property. : 

“Important equities yet await adjudica- 
tion with regard to this pledge, but the bill 
en which it was proposed to adjudicate 
them has disappeared from the record. On 
behalf of tne stecknolders who brought it 
a prayer was made that the court would di- 
rect an account to be taken by the Central 
railroad with the corporation which had 
been operating their properties and collec- 
ting their incomes. In response to this 
averment the Central railroad, which at 
first refused, finally came before the court 
ari filed its cross bik, in which it was 
made to appear that there was indebted- 
ness on the part of the defendants approx- 
imating 26,000,000 and proffered their readi- 
ness to thhave the accounting. The Richmond 
and Danviile to the same bill, as we have 
geen, made answer and likewise asked an 
account. 

The Original Decision. 

“At least one of the judges who p.esided 
on the hearing when the permament injunc- 
tion was granted, and probavly both, had 
believed that where one great corporation 
had operated the properties of another, the 
operations involving a multitude of trans- 
actions extehding through months and 
years and millions of dollans, thit a prayer 
for an account in equity was the appropri- 
ate settlement and, indeed, only adequate 
remedy to adjust and enforce the conflict- 
ing rights of the parties. Especially was 
this believed to be true when both parties 
prayed the account. Vast properties had 
changed hamds, instruments of lease and 
similiar instrumems were to be canceled, 
conflicting and varying equities of oaredit- 
ors furnishing supplies of every charazter 
to be adjusted, the benefit of expenditures 
aad permanent improvements properly 
charged to the corporation receiving them, 
and innumerable questions comprehended in 
two absolute transfers of the grat system 
oL.gunning rediroeads to be passed upon by 
the court,’’ 

Judge Jenkins Presiding. 

Judge Jenkins, of Eatonton, and Judge 
Bartlett, of Macon, have exchanged circuits 
this week, and the former is holding court 
at Macon and the latter is presiding in 
Jones county. Judge Jenkins is heid in the 
highest esteem by members of the bar and 
citizens generally.

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WHITECAPS’ WORK. | 


Some New Developments in the Case of 
the Gordon County Grangers. 


MISS BEARD TELLS HER EXPERIENCE 


How the Gang Forced Herto March Out 
at the Point o1 a Pistol—Saw Her 
Brother Scourged. 


Yesterday was a day of developments 
among the Gordon eounty whitecaps, and 
features of unusual interest came up in 
the case. 

The grand jury, which has been investi- 
gating the affair for several days, found 
true bills against twelve of the gang. Soli- 
citor James named Monday as the time for 
their trial, and Judge Broyles bound over a 
prominent citizen of the same county for 
intimidating one of the witnesses. 

The eage promises to be one of the big- 
gest tried in the federal court for several 
years. The large courtroom will be packed 
with witnésses alone, and it is said that 
nearly one-fourth of the inhabitants of 
Gordon county will be on hand to testify. 
The true bills found yesterday were against 
John King, Newton Mcintyre, John Abbott, 
Rufus Williams, Benjamin Goodnight, Law- 
rence Perkerton, Lon Powers and Harvey 
Barrett. All of these will come up for 
trial Monday, and together with these Mr. 
Armstead Abbott, found guilty yesterday 
of intimidating a witness, w.ll also come 
up. 

Abbott is a brother to one of the white- 
caps, and is considered a man of wealth and 
influence in his section. -The evidenc show- 
ed that he met Bob Cox, an important 
witness against the gang, in the road lead- 
ing to Adairsville last Sunday. Cox had 
testified fsome days before in the prelimi- 
nary hearing, and all his evidence was of 
a very damaging nature to John Abbott. 
“When Mr. Abbott met me,’’ said Cox, yes- 
terday; “I was on my way home from 
meeting. He told me that [I must leave 
the country at once, and never come back 
again. ‘If you don't,’ he said, ‘you will 
never raise another stalk of cotton in this 
county, and, what’s more, you might wake 
up sometime and find yourself in the same 
fix those boys were the other night.’ He 
told me that the whitecaps could not be 
downed, and said that the fellow who put 
himself in their way would be sorry for 
it. | told him that I was not going to 
move an inch, and that when the case 
came up I intended to tell all that I 
knew.”’ 

The Whitecaps at Work. 

From recent developments, it appears that 
this is the same gang which, under the 
name of the Gorden County Grangers, com- 
mitted so many deeds of violence last fall. 
The burning of Marshal Lewis’s house 
and the well-organized conspiracy to way- 
lay.and murder the deputies are two of 
the most notable crimes charged to them. 
But this last raid eclipses all others. 

Miss Annie Beard is one of the young 
ladies at whose house the whitecaps called. 
She is a splendid representative of north 
Georgia beauty, and talks with sparkling 
vivacity about her experience the other 
night. She was waiting to be examined by 
the grand jury yesterday, when a reporter 
introduced himself. 

“Of course, I saw the 
said; “‘why, didn’t they 
out and beat him nearly to death right be- 
fore my face? I never was so frightened 
in all my life. There were the whitecaps, 
all dresses in different colors, flourishing 
their pistols and yelling like demons; some 
of them were beating the men and the rest 
of them were guarding us. It was about 
2 o’clock in the night when they came to 
our house. I heard them riding up. They 
tried not to make any fuss, and went off 
in the woods to tie their horses. When they 
came back they burst in the door and 
dragged out Brother Lee and a man named 
Johnson, who works for us. But Johnson 
is a kind of an idiot, and is almost crazy. 
Of course, I yelled as loud as I could,’’ she 
explained, *‘Then some of them rushed into 
our room and made sister and I march 
out doors to the place where my brother 
was tied. The whitecaps were dressed in 
every kind of fashion. All of them had 
their faces covered up. Some used paper 
bags and black masks, but, most of the 
men had on tall white caps, that came 
down most to their shoulders. One of them 
was fixed up in a suit made out of can- 
vas, and another one wore a woman's 
dress, cut like a mother hubbard. Two of 
them grabbed my brother and made him 
his face to the ground, Then 
they whipped and beat hint until he was 
bloody all over. They treated Bud Johnson 
the same way, and punched out the eye of 
Alf Branch. You know, he is the negro 
who works for us. I believe they did this 
with the end of a pistol.’* 

The young lady told how the men threat- 
ened to shoot her and her sister if they 
called for help, and how the gang went 
to the other houses, where the same dose 
was repeated. 

“There is a regular gang up there,” she 
said, ‘‘and I hope this will break them up.” 
Miss Beard will appear Monday as the 
most important witness, and it is said that 
her testimony will be convicting, as she 
recognized some of the men.
